The meeting v/as called to order at 10:30 A. M., v/lth Mayor Pro tern Oswald 0. Wolf

presiding. Roll call showed the following members present: Oounollmen 0. M. Bartholomew, . ;
Simon Glllls, and Mayor Pro tern Oswald G. Wolf, 3; absent, Councilman Ohas, P. Alford and ;

Mayor Tom Miller, 2. I;

The Minutes of the last regular meeting were read and upon motion of Councilman Gillla,

seconded by Councilman Bartholomew, were adopted aa read, by the following vote: Ayes,

CounoUmen Bartholomew and Glllls, Mayor Pro tern Wolf, 3; nays, none; Councilman Alford

and Mayor Miller absent, S.

Pr. J. Thos« Ward appeared before the Council and asked that the City furnish sewer

connection for his new residence at 1515 Enfleld Road by laying a lateral from the sewer

main, or by other means. It was moved by Councilman Bartholomew, seconded by Councilman

Gillla, that the matter be referred to future consideration. The motion carried by the

following vote: Ayes, Oounollmen Bartholomew, Gillla, Mayor Pro tern Wolf, 3; nays, none;

Councilman Alford and Mayor Miller absent, 2.

Wright Stubbs and W, R. Smith, Jr., Attorneys for the Congress Taxlcab Company and

the Owl Taxloab Company, respectively, requested that each of said companies be, given a

temporary permit for thirty or sixty days In order to care for the Increased patronage.

Mayor Pro tern Wolf moved that each of said companies be granted a temporary taxloab permit

for a period of sixty days. The motion carried by the following vote: Ayes, Counollmen

Bartholomew, Glllls, Mayor-Pro tern Wolf, 3; naye, none; Councilman Alford and Mayor Miller

absent, 2.

A protest from Walter Slmms, relative to the tax and vaccination requirements under,

the pending Pog Ordinance, was heard.

Councilman Glllls offered the following resolution:

WHEREAS, J. R. Blaokmore Is the contractor for the repair of a building located at

Sll Congress Avenue, and desires a portion of the sidewalk, street, and alley spaces !:

abutting the north one-half of Lot 3, Block 97, of the Original City of Austin, Texas,

during the repair of the building, such spaces to be used In the work and for the storage

of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY OP AUSTIN:

1. THAT 'Space for the uses herelnabove enumerated be granted to said J. R. Blaokmore,

the boundary of which Is described as follows:

SIDEWALK AMD STREET WORKING SPACE.

Beginning at a point in the northwest corner of the above described lot; thenoe In a
v/esterly direction and at right angles to the oenterllne of Congress Avenue 'a distance to
a point 10 feet west of the eant curb line of Congress Avenue; thenoe in a southerly
direction and parallel with the centerllne of Congress Avenue a distance of 23 feet; thenoe
In an easterly direction and at right angles to the oenterline of Congress Avenue a dis-
tance to the east line of Congress Avenue; 'thanoe in a northerly direction along the east
line of Congress Avenue to the place of the beginning.

ALLEY WORKING SPACE

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described lot; thenoe in an easterly
direction and at right angles .to the centerllne of the alley traversing Block 97 of the
Original'City of Austin a distance of & feet to a point; thence In a southerly direction
and parallel v/lth the centerllne of said alley a distance of 23 feet; thence In a westerly
direction and at right angles to the centerllne of said alley a distance to the west line
of said alley; thenoe In a northerly direction along the west line of said alley to the
place of beginning.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of spaces are granted to said J.R

hereinafter termed "Contractor," upon the following express terms and conditions:
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(1) That the Contractor shall maintain an unobstructed walkway along the sidewalk

at least 5 feet In v/ldth during all periods of construction, and shall maintain guard rails

around the balance of the sidewalk and street working spaces and the alley working space,

such guard rails to be at least 4- feet high and substantially braced and anchored*

(S) That the Contractor shall In no way obstruct any fire plugs or other public utili-

ties In the construction of such guard rail.

(3) That provision shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters In the gutter,

and the contractor will be responsible for any damage done due to obstruction of any such

storm waters*

(If) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway, barricades

or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness.

(5) That the Contractor Is permitted to construct a temporary work office within such

allotted working space, provided such work office Is not within 25 feet of any corner street

Intersection*

(6) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials and

other obstructions on the sidewalk and street Immediately after the necessity for their

existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time to be determined by the City

Manager, and In any event all such sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other

obstructions shall be removed not later than September 10, 1935»

(7) That the Contractor shall restore all public and private property Injured during

the use of such space to as good condition as the same existed before the use of such space

began,

(S) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and. all the privileges

herein granted or to require the erection or Installation of additional barriers or safe«

guards If the conditions demand It.

(9) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond In the sum of

Five Thousand Dollars (§5,000.00), which shall protect, Indemnify and hold harmless the

City of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that may accrue to

or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the privileges granted the

Contractor by the City of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,

pavement, and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during

the construction v/ork, and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and

other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and

construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main In ROSEDALE AVENUE beginning at a point 7& feet east of and 215 feet
north of the Intersection of the west line of Rosedale Avenue and the north line of West

Street;

Thence in a northerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which centerline
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shall be 7^ feet east of and parallel to the west line of Rosedale Avenue for a distance
of 100 feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not' guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities,!

but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does i

not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special jj
ii

points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information upon the ground

as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assignments,

they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less than three (3) days before

such Information Is required. The Texas Public Service Company Is further put upon notice

that they v/111 be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground^

utility damaged during the construction of lines named In thla resolution!

AND THAT whenever pavement Is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at Intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, Including the excavation In the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of

Austin.

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets;

(1) A gas main In SPEEDWAY, beginning at a point 10 feet south of and 31 feet west
of the Intersection of the oenterllne of l̂ th Street and the east line of speedway;

Thence in a southerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which oenterllno
shall be 31 feet west of and parallel to the east line of Speedway for a distance of 132
feet. Said gas main shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(2) A gas main in KENWOOD AVENUE, beginning at a point 26 feet north of and 1? feet
west of the Intersection of the south line of Riverside Drive and the east line of Kenwood
Avenue;

Thence In a southerly direction with the centerllne of a gas main, which oenterllne
shall be 17 feet west of and parallel to the east line of Kenv/ood Avenue for a distance
of 35 feet. Said gas main shall have a cover of not leas than 2& feet.

(3) A gas main in OLDHAM STREET, beginning at n point 20 feet south of and 25 feet
east of the intersection of the north line of East 2ifth Street and the we at line of
Oldham Street;

Thence In a northerly direction with the centerllne of a gas main, which centerline
shall be 25 feet east of and parallel to the west line of Oldham Street for a distance
of 102 feet. Said gas roain shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

A gas main in BOULDIN AVENUE, beginning at a point 165 feet north of and 7& feet
west of the Intersection of the north line of Christopher Street and the east line of
Bouldln Avenue;

Thence in a northerly direction with the oenterllne of a gas main, which centerllne
shall be 7& feet west of and parallel to the east line of Bouldln Avenue for a distance
of Wo feet. Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2j feet.

(5) A gas regulator pit, size 6 feet by 7 feet, in SPEEDWAY, the center of which
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regulator pit shall be Jl feet v/est of and 112 feet south of the Intersection of the eaei;
line of Speedway and the south line of l|$th Street.

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities,

but Is based upon the best records v/e have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated

does not have any reference to the faot that greater depths may not be required at special

points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information upon the

ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assign-

ments, tthey shall apply to the City Engineering Department not loss than three (3) days

before such Information Is required.
